SELF SOUGHT BY GOVERNMENT. 

te Secure Accounting .of Funds 
Handled in Spanish War Bélieved 

. be Friends to Be Cause of Trouble 
Which Culminated im Murder and 

Suleide—Court Officials Seek Man

In the filing of a suit against him by the 
government friends of John J. Gillen believe 
they have found the secret*trouble which led 
Gillen to kill his wife and himself récently. 
The suit, brought'in the federal courts, is to 
compel Gillen to make an accounting for 


‘army funds he ie sajd to have appropriated 


while a Lieutenant in the Seventh Regiment. 


i The action was beguh last. summer, but 


none of Gillen’s friends knew of it until it 
was placed on call in Judge Kohisast’s court 
last week. 

Because Gillen, who was buried three weeks 
ago Sunday, failed to appear to stand 
trial, the attorneys for the government have 
asked that a judgment by default be rendered 
against him. 


. Gillen was a member of the Seventh Regi- 
-ment during the Spanish war. it is charged 
that while the command wag stationed at 
Camp Thoroughfare, Va., in 1808, Captains 
John Longstreet and Fred Hyde made trans- 
fers of money for the sustenance fund to 
First Lieutenant Gillen. These sums amount- 
ed to $1,583. It is said that Gillen never made 
an accounting for the money, and the suit 
was the result. 

Notice of the suit was served on 
shortly after he had married Miss 
McGuire of 2211 Calumet avenue: Friends 
of the’ young coupié noticed that a sudden 
change came over Gillen. He became mo- 
rose, and his young wife soon was forced to 
leave him. <A reconciliation was soon fol- 
lowed by a second separation, and finally by 
the tragedy in which the young husband and 
wife died together in a dark hallway in Lake 
street. 

Gillen had kept the secret of his trouble 
with the federal government as carefully 
concealed from his wife and her relatives ag 
he had kept the secret of his w. ts 
from authorities, . 

The announcement of the suit against Gil+ 
len in the caléndar of the United States Dis+ 
trict court was the first intimation the fami- 
ly of the murdered wife had of the real cause 
of Gillen’s act. The federal. are 
still at sea in the matter.
